High dam advocates won the first 


round in the hearing before Judge 
Anderson of Yolo county, sitting in 
the Los Angeles county superior 
court in the "high dam-low dam" 
San Gabriel canyon flood control 
project. 


After several days of argument by 


lawyers, the judge ruled on Monday 
that the board of supervisors made a 
mistake when they failed to make a 
proper record setting forth their rea- 
sons for 'changing the plans of the 
dam from that of a structure -t2i) 
feet high to one 385 feet high. Ac- 
cording to the act creating the Los 
Angeles county flood control district, 
approved June 12, 1915, a change in 
plans of a project voted by the 
people must be based on a change 
in conditions since the bonds for 
the project were voted. The law does 
not declare that a physical change 
must be shown, but the judge ruled 
that whatever constitutes a change 
in conditions must be specifically set 
forth as a record at .the time that the 
board of supervisors orders the al- 
tering of the plans.

MEXICO 
CITY, RELATES 


TERRIBLE ORDEAI, 


Three weeks of suspense and worry 


for Lyman J. Barber, Covina tire- 
dealer of 318 North Citrus avenue, 
ended last Sunday, when, his son, 
Lyman Fay Barber, held since De- 
cember 15 by bandits in the moun- 
tain fastnesses of Mexico, staggered 
into a little town, telling a story of 
having killed four of his captors and 
escaping on horseback, accompanied 
by his servant. 


The capture of this Los Angeles 


mining engineer, and subsequent 
payment of large sums for ransom, 
only to result in further demands 
for money by the bandits, became 
an international episode, with both. 
Mexico and the United States lend- 
ing every effort to bring about hia 
release. The dramatic ending of the 
kidnaping, when Barber killed four 
of his captors as they lay drunk in, 
camp, rivals any western tale ever 
evolved by the most imaginative 
v.-riter, and is declared to have been 
fully corroborated after Barber's ar-. 
rival at Mexico City, where he is 
now slowly recovering from his ter- 
rible experiences.

Orchard Heater 


Firms Combine 


Henry S. Phillips, whose success 
i the orchard heating field is well 


known in the citrus districts and 
;hroughout the Pacific 'coast, an- 
nounces this week that a consolida- 
tion of interests has taken place be- 
tween himself and Arthur Karr of 
Yakima, Washington, the latter the 
inggest dealer in heaters for the de- 
ciduous orchards of that region. An 
announcement is going out this week 
to all orchardists. 
-• 


Karr is one of the largest growers 


of apples, pears and other deciduous 
fruits in Washington state, and has 
the distinction of having pioneered 
in the business of heating to pre- 
vent the destruction ^of the spring 
bloom. What some of our outstand- 
ing citrus growers have done for the 
citrus business in this respect has 
been accomplished for the Washing- 
ton and Oregon growers by Karr, 
and he is considered an authority, 
not only in orchard heating, but in 
the deciduous business in general. 


It is explained that the Karr heat- 


ers and methods are virtually the 
same as the Phillips heaters, both 
being of the "solid fuel" type. The 
pooling of interests will work to a 
widening of the field and the fur- 
therance of frost protection, in the 
estimation of Mr. Phillips.

ENGLISH WOMAN LECTURES 


BEFORE LOCAL AUDIENCE 


A large audience greeted 
Miss 


Lucia C. Coulson, gifted Christian 
Science lecturer of London, England, 
at the Covina grammar school audi- 
torium on Tuesday evening. 
The 


title of her address was "Christian 
Science: The Union of Reason and 
Eevelation. She said in part: 


The following interesting state- 


ment was made a short time ago by 
Professor J. A. Fleming of the Uni- 
versity of London, "The 
physical 


universe is a thought rather than a 
thing, and thought implies and neces- 
sitates a thinker.'' Physical science, 
therefore, is gradually approaching 
the standpoint of Christian Science: 
namely, that all is mind, and that 
mind alone creates, governs, origi- 
nates; that all cause }s mental ane 
therefore effect is menfol, .and amen 
able to inind; thaf'thT universe it 
self i.i a "thought rather 
than t 


thing." Let us see where this wil 
lead us and what it -T-ill bestow upon 
us. It leads us to discover wherein 
lies the mastery of circumstances 
and conditions. It bestows on us 
the power to heal and prevent dis- 
ease. It frees us from the limita- 
tions with which the belief in mat- 
ter and material thinking has bound 
us, and from which we have 
not 


known how to escape. Perhaps it is 
this helplessness, this inability of 
mankind to overcome or avoid calam 
ity, that makes its heaviest burden 
There is no one so happy that he 
would not like to be able- to protect 
and so insure that happiness. 


Now this helplessness is due to the 


belief that man is matter, that his 
tr6ubles are material, and that he has 
no control over them. Once take the 
position that all is mind, that the 
universe and all it 
includes is the 


product of .mind, and immediately 
the remedy 
appears. 
For if a 


thought is the cause of the trouble, 
then a change of thought 'can alter 
it. If a thought causes this or that 
condition, then an opposite thought 
will change the condition. Now we 
have all been given the power to 
think, and we all already believe 
that we can or should control our 
thoughts. 
Therefore, if everything 


is in the first instance a thing of 
thought, and we can all think, how 
much control should we have, how 
much dominion over this earth? And 
what is the nature of this dominion? 


t is evident, reasoning from this 
tandpoint, that mind controls and 
jovorns all, and man, the outcome 
of .mind, possesses 
this dominion. 


Jemember the gift of dominion was 
•ecorded many thousands of years 
•xgo in a book we have most of us 
H>en taught to revere. Let me read 
you this verse from the first chapter 
of Genesis. '' And God said, Let 
us make man in our image, after our 
likeness: then let them have domin- 
ion over the fish of the sea, and over 
the fowl of the air, and over the cat- 
tle, and over all the earth, and over 
every creeping thing that creepeth 
upon the earth." 


Did it ever occur to you that these 


are not mere words, but practical, 
provable truth? I remember reading 
that when I first began the study of 
CEristia'n Science, "and as I read, the 
general 'concept of man flashed be- 
fore me: man at the mercy of chance, 
of circumstance, of disease, of loss; 
man happy today, and crushed to- 
morrow; pitifully weak, and unable 
to protect himself. Then I turned 
to this book, Science and 
Health, 


which I had been told was a key to 
the Scriptures, and there I read (p. 
517): "Man is not made to till the! 
soil. His birthright is dominion, not 
subjection. He is lord of the belief 
in earth and hea%'en, himself subor- 
dinate alone to his Maker." I read 
on until I began to see how it was 
possible to prove this dominion to be 
true, now. I could never tell you 
what a flood of light and 
liberty 


filled .my heart as I read—what pos- 
sibilities opened out to me—what a 
promise Christian Science set before 
me. And it has kept its promise! 
My friends, what is true for one is 
true for all, and we can all begin now 
to prove, gradually, 
and step by 


step, this dominion in our experi- 
ence. We must gain it first in our 
thinking, and then necessarily in our 
experience, for experience is the fruit 
of thinking.

OF BRIDLE PATHS PROMOTED 


The Westlands Retire- 


Tho I'plaml News, issued twice a week, lias been sold 


hy \V. K. \YfStlancl to J. B. Hungcrt'ord and John Hvm- 
gert'nrd. arrordinsr to a valedictory published b,y Mr. West- 
Jaini en Friday of last week. The Upland News has been 
genuinely admired by all Southern California newspaper- 
men for many years. It ha.s been in the '\Yestland family 
for twenty-six years. 


No doubt the new owners will find new. ways of mak- 


ing the newspaper interesting, and the fraternity is glad 
to welcome them and to eooperate with them. We regret, 
however, that the distinctive flavor of the "Westland policy 
is to he lost, even if something as good is to replace it, for 
it is a t'aet that some men are irreplaceable in the news- 
paper business. The new owners will get out a splendid 
newspaper for the beautiful little city under the wing of 
Old Baldy, as they are known as highly capable. 
The 


Westlands will be remembered by their townspeople, and 
by newspapermen all over the southland as friend-makers 
for journalism, kindly, knowing the value of gentle humor, 
and withal good business people. 
The city of Upland has 


long been congratulated on its newspaper.

ers are to be congratulated that they have bought so much 
accumulated good will along with the tangible assets of 
this fine property. 


A comprehensive study of a pro- ] 


posed system of bridle paths for the 
mountains and hills of the San Gab- 
riel valley has been initiated by the 
San Gabriel Valley Development As- 
sociation, of which Murray S. Vos- 
burg of Azusa is president. 


At present the work has progress- 


ed only to the point of the drawing 
of a preliminary plan which is being 
worked out by the county planning 
commission, but it is considered to 
be one of the important activities in 
the 'development of the valley, and 
is being supported whole-heartedly 
by a large group of enthusiasts for 
horse-back riding. 
The movement 


embraces territory from Flintridgc, 
on the northwest of Pasadena, to 
Glendora on the east, and the Pan 
Jose hills on the south of Covina are 
included in the plan. 


HORSES COME BACK 


Return to the ancient sport 
of 


horse-back riding lias gained impetus 
during the past feu- years, especial- 
ly in Southern California, where the 
conditions are ideal, it is pointed out 
by Mr. Vosburg. While the primary 
work of the San Gabriel 
Valley 


Development Association is that of 
speeding up the building of major 
roads and highways in the valley, it 
is recognized that the character of 
the property in the valley, especially 
in the hills, is such as attracts the 
citizen of means and leisure, and 
with this class, the trend toward 
horsemanship has come to be pro- 
nounced. Mr. Vesburg says that it 
must be recognized that high class 
residence property is made consider- 
ably more desirable if surrounded 
with the opportunity for the use of 
saddle horses. 
A continuous chain 


of bridle paths is as essential to the 


growth of the valley as are other 
improvements, he believes. 


The region of the Santa Monica 


mountains from the beaches to Hol- 
lywood has been made 
accessible 


and desirable for the use of saddle 
horses, it is pointed out, and this is 
one thing alone that has caused many 
families of -wealth to locate there. 
It is also a fact that many men and 
women not classed as wealthy have 
taken up this form of sport of late 
years. 


SYSTEM OUTLINED 


It is proposed to work out a sys- 


tem of bridle paths that will make 
possible a ride from Flintridge to 
the Kellogg Arabian horse 
farm, 


southwest of Pomona. 
The lino of 


paths, which are to be made along 
the lorver 
shoulders of the Sierra 


Madre range, will have many lateral 
and branching paths into canyons, 
and are to be kept up above, the cul- 
tivated areas. From a point south of 
Big Dalton canyon in Glendora it is 
proposed to go southward, following 
the low hills, and to connect with 
the hills south of Covina, where the 
opportunity for the use of the sad- 
dle horse is practically unlimited. 


COST NOT LARGE 


The cost of these paths is not ex- 


cessive, and to a large extent will 
probably be joined in by interested 
property holders. 
These paths are 


in some areas needed as an assistance 
to the fire fighting forces for 
the 


county and federal government. 


In the San Gabriel valley there are 


a number of large and small groups 
of saddle horses, including the vari- 
ous private schools in. the foothills, 
the Kellogg stable, 
several 
large 


groups in Pomona, as well as numer- 
ous individual owners.

have any anxiety about the upshot 
of his education, whatever the line 
of it may be. If he keep faithfully 
busy each hour of the working day, 
he may safely leave the final result 
to itself. He can with perfect cer- 
tainty count on waking up some fine 
inorning, to find himself one of the 
competent ones of his generation, in 
whatever pursuit he may have sin- 
gled out." 


John Adams once said: "I have 


never known a studious youth who 
did not come to something; a student 
at the bar who did not make a law- 
yer, a student in medicine who did 
not make a physician, a student in 
theology who did not make a di- 
vine." 


There are great differences in the 


inheritance for mental development, 
but those of the greatest gifts often 
squander their powers by not making 
the best of their opportunity. 


Therefore, it behooves the indiv- 


idual with ordinary capacity to do 
his. best in order that progress in 
civilization may be carried on. 


The great problem that confronts 


us all is not what capacity we have 
inherited from our ancestors, but 
what are we doing with what we 
have. The individual less favored 
may outstrip the. gifted by learning 
to make every effort count, because 
every mind has a greater reserve 
than we realize. 


Bennett says: 
"As there is no 


limit to the valuable things there 
are to learn, so there is no limit to 
the capacity one may develop for 
learning them. The limiting factors 
in learning achievement are found 
in the limit of one's determination, 
his persistency, his confidence in his 
capacity, his faith in himself." 


The better methods of learning are 


not merely lucky strikes, but are 
the 
results 
of scientific selection 


from the experiences of civilization. 


Learning methods cannot be pat- 


ented, advertised and sold to the 
public like radios, but must be per- 
formed by individuals. There are 
no set of rules or tricks or "sys- 
tems" as are so highly advertised 
by which one may rapidly leam. 
Learning is, as Bennett says, "A 
matter of understanding and apply- 
ing practically the established facts 
an to the nature and working of the 
mind." 


We learn best by studying our 


own mind as to how we may learn 
best. And when a thing is learned, 
use it immediately. It doesn't make 
any difference how well a teacher 
may instruct or how well the book 
may handle a subject, but it all de- 
pends how the learner responds to 
the teacher or the book. 


Learning ia not something that 


can bo plastered on—it must be de- 
veloped from within. Primitive peo- 
ple believed that the great spirit 
came in the night and stuck the 
leaves and blossoms on the trees, 
but the science of botany has taught 
civilization that the loaves and blos- 
soms lire generated by the elements 
from within. Likewise learning must 
develop within the individunl mind. 


Learning capacity may be increas- 


ed. A runner can increase his speed 
by constantly practicing and extend- 
ing hiicself a little each time he 


practices. Likewise the learner must 
push himself constantly or he will 
not gain, but settle down into a 
moderate rate of learning. 


Men who are regarded as well 


learned and rank among our leaders 
in education say that all real study 
is reasoning, and-all true reasoning 
is asking and answering questions, 
setting and solving problems. 


To read a jbook without stimulat- 


ing questionjrifi. nothing more than 
entertainment! A book should stimu- 
late such questions'as: What mes- 
sage has thisl(iuthor? Do I agree 
n-itli tliic 
otnfortipnf ?

Held to Answer 


to Grand Theft 


After a preliminary examination 


lasting for an interrupted period of 
five days before Justice iDefani in the 
lower -court of 
Riverside county, 


Flo3~d Wilson. Covina fruit buyer 
and business man. and George Mat- 
thews, formerly the owner of the 
Matthews packing house at San Di- 
imis, were held to answer for trial in 
the superior court on the charges of 
grand theft. 


R. L. Cone of Covina, Ted Piatt 


and Sam Waters, charged jointly 
with the two principals, were exon- 
erated from all charges early in the 
trial, after a showing that they were 
in no way concerned with the al- 
leged criminal act, although employ- 
ed or associated .with the house at 
the time. 


The examination grew out of the 


arrests made three months ago, and 
involving the buying and selling of 
oranges in various parts of the val- 
ley, and the alleged improper hand- 
ling of the business transacted with 
the Randolph Fruit company, which 
organization^w»s the selling agent 
for the Matwiews fruit house.

Informal dedication of Pudding- 


tone flood control and conservation 
lam Thursday, January 5th, of this 
•ear was a genuine milestone in the 
gradual 
development of the San 


San Gabriel valley, and an occasion 
when old-timers present revealed in 
a few words the significance sur- 
ounding the completion of this long- 
contemplated work. 


The dam was built between July 


25, 1927, and January 5, 1928, only a 
small amount of work having been 
Accomplished by the county flood 
control district prior to that time, 
and as was pointed out in the lunch- 
eon given in the mess-hall of Con- 
tractor H. W. Kohl, the contract was 
finished with an ability and dispatch 
that has been unequalled in any pro- 
ject on the Pacific coast. 
The con- 


tractor, Mr. Rohl, was the recipient 
of praise from every county official 
present, and from all the property 
owners assembled. The feat of dig- 
ging out, transporting and placing 
350,000 yards of dirt in this time 
was spoken of by Chief Engineer E. 
C. Eaton of the flood control district 
as one of the outstanding contracting 
jobs of the year in the United States. 
There were 220,000 square feet of 
concrete facing placed, and the whole 
ost wa.s $410,1)00, coming well within 
the amount available for this work. 
The 'dam, which in reality is one 
large dam and two smaller ones, will 
have a capacity of 20,000 acre feet. 


DIVERSION DAM RUSHED 


In connection with this completed 


project, work is being rushed by Con- 
tractor A. O. Nelson on the diversion 
dam just below the large flood control 
dam in San Dimas canyon, to cost 
$87,700, and which involves 70,000 
cubic yards of dirt fill and 64,000 
square feet of concrete facing. This 
diversion dam will catch the overflow 
of big storms from the San Dimas 
canyon flood control dam, and another 
project, a channel from the diversion 
dam to the Puddingstone dam is 
nearly 
completed, 
a distance of 


about three miles across La Verne 
and San Dimas territory, and will 
carry the excess water of the canyon 
to the Puddingstone for 
storage. 


These two 
projects, the diversion 


dam aud the channel, are nearly 
ready to function. 
The channel is 


being built by J. C. Gist of Pasadena, 
[t is a rectangular concrete box, four- 
teen feet wide inside, eleven feet 
deep and about fifteen thousand feet 
long, with a capacity of 3,500 second 
feet, with one and one-half feet of 
frecboarci. 


SYSTEM SYNCHRONIZED 


The San Dhnas canyon dam, built 


in 1922, will deliver its excess water 


to the diversion dam below, and it 
will be carried in the channel to the 
big Puddingstone reservoir, 
to be 


held in arrest, eventually to be sent 
down the Walnut wash south of Co- 
vina in a small stream, and by per- 
colation will 
replenish the under- 


ground supply of that region. 
The 


Pudding-stone dam is the only actual 
conservation reservoir in the entii'e 
flood control system. It is entirely 
practicable to store water in this re- 
servoir, and to carry it over from 
year to year. This is not true to any 
considerable 
extent 
of the other 


flood control dams, with the possible 
exception of the big Pacoima dam 
now nearing completion, which lias 
been provided with a capacity for 
permanent storage. 
All other dams 


built or under construction are more 
properly retarding duins for flood 
control, with the conservation fea- 
ture contained in the 
absorption 


method in the gravels below the dam. 
It is not the intent to store large 
amounts of water behind these dams, 
but to put the water slowly into the 
gravels, where it will not be subject 
to evaporation, and will be available 
for pumping. 


DAM LONG CONTEMPLATED 


- It was interesting to learn at this 
luncheon that the Puddingstone dam 
had been a theoretical 
project for 


more than forty years, and 
that 


some men in the valley had never 
ceased to work toward its eventual 
construction during that time. 
W. 


E. Mount, an engineer living in San 
Dimas, and who was present at the 
luncheon, told of surveying the Puil- 
dingst6ne site in 1890, and that the 
original surveys were virtually veri- 
fied and adopted when the flood con- 
trol district began its work. 
. Williajn Bowring of Charter Oak, 


"m speaking at the luncheon, told of 
attending a meeting in San Dimas 
in 1888 in connection with the build- 
ing of a dam in the San Dimas can- 
yon. The dam was finally completed 
in 1922. 
At that time the valley 


had artesion water, he said. Ranch- 
ers now pump the water from a 
constantly decreasing level. 


J. L. Matthews of Covina, who pre- 


sided at the. luncheon, was able to 
clearly 
remember 
the time more 


than thirty years ago when George 
W. Griffiths, James R. Hodgas and 
himself had pooled interests to bring 
water from ..the San Dimas and San 
Antonio crinyons to the 
Pudding- 


stone. 
A tjurvey was made at that 


time and "Rights secured 
from the 


federal 
government. 
Engineers 


throughout]'the Pacific coast have 


i always passed upon the Puddingstone 
; site as the1 ideal plnce for a storage 


dam.
